The examiner responds that Rydbeck discloses a touchscreen 
keypad (see figure 7A) which reads on limitation "actual keypad" The examiner submits that limitation "actual keypad" is not even found 
in the claims. The applicants submitted that a keypad and a display are claimed as "separate elements". The examiner responds that the 
preceding limitation is not found in the independent claims. The applicants submitted that neither constein nor Rydbeck teach the candy 
bar style phone. The examiner responds that candy bars come with a variety of sizes and shapes and the phone disclosed in either 
Constein or Rydbeck reads on limitation "candy bar style phone" The applicants submitted that the motivation is not disclosed in the 
references. The examiner responds that motivation can be found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art.The applicants argued about "effective area of the display" which is not even found in the 
independent claims. 
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
